to the editor, proprietor, or person conducting some
newspaper published weekly or oftener in such county,
having the largest circnlation, and has offered pay for
the publication of the same, at the rate herein named, Refused.
in case the publication of such notice is refused at the
price above fixed, then the officer or person desirin
such publication, shall procure the insertion of suc
notice in the newspaper nearest the county seat of such
county, having a general circulation, that will publish
such notice at the rate herein provided, which publica-
tion shall in all respects have the same effect in law and ganie effect.
